LOUD VOICE COMMENTED ON 


Chronicle says that it was More Powerful 
than Usually Heard in Commons— 


Described as Able Effort 


London, Feb, 22.—In the commons, 
Joe Martin cauglrt the eye of the 
speaker date Jast npght and in his 
speech maintained ‘thas the only reas- 
onable interpretation ‘to put on he 
premier’s pledge, madein Albert Hall, 
was that ‘he would ask'the King for a 
guarantee vo create,'if need be, a suf- 
ficient number of new peers to ‘force 
the veto bill through the Lords. They 
‘had a ryght to construe the pledge and 
itawas no adequate explanation to say 
now what what Mr. Asquith ‘had in 
mind was an act of Parliament. No 
subsequent explanation though given 
in perfect faith could affect the origin- 
al statement. He was a loyal Liberal 
but he ‘had been cleeted to support 
a reform, of the Lords which he under- 
stood was contemplated by ithe gov- 
ernment, The government would put 
dium ana false position if they called 
on chim to support a proposition of 
that kind. He appealed to the gov- 
ernment mot to destroy the great 
powers placed in their thands ‘simply 
‘because of any fear of approaching 
His Majesty in order ‘to obtain nec- 
essary assurances. The Chronicle's 
parliamentary correspondent iefers 
to the extremely able speech of Mr.

Against the Manner in Which Termi- 
nal Elevators at Lake Ports are

INTERVIEWED THE CABINET 


And Asked that Government Control be

‘Ottawa, Feb. 23.—Representatives 
of the grain dealers and grain export- 
ers from the east and avest yesterday 
asked the government to ‘take over ithe 
control of rhe terminal elevators at 
Fort William and Port Arthur, or, if 
not willing to do ‘this, to require the 
railway companies awihich transport 
grain to conirol them, thus eliminating 
the middleman. She gentlemen who 
went before the government with this 
request were Messrs. Hargraft, Rut- 
tan, Elemimg, Stoddart and Metcalfe, 
of Winnipeg; Carruthers and Mor- 
ris, of Montreal, and Capt. Richard- 
son, of Kingston. The chief speakers 
were ‘Hagraft and Ruttan. ‘The 
grain men made several — charges 
agninst the lessees, iof the terminal 
elevators at Fort William and Port 
Arthur, ‘They claimed that as a result 
of the operations of ‘the present 
Hntrol of clewators grain owners suf- 
fer losses. They urged that ahil® the 
inspector at Winnipes makes a deduc- 
ticn tor dmpurities iu ograin which is 
charged against the western shipper, 
and credited to the elevatur men at 
ort William and Port Arthur, who 
are supposed to clean grain, in practice 
grain is not cleaned but she elevator 
amen get the credit for the weight of 
the chaff. The chief ground ‘af com- 
plaint vas’ against ithe practice of 
mixing grain, which owners claim cle- 
vator men at the points referred to 
‘carry ion to their profit and to the 
disadvantage of grain owners, while it 
is being handled by them.
